GROVER AND THE RUSSIAN TREATY. 


He Telis a Committee That He Thinks It 
Protects the Right of Asylum. 

Judge M. F. Tulezy, Chairman; Senator 
Noonan, the Rev. O. P. Gifford, and 4. D, 
Lloyd, the committee appointed by the mass- 
meeting at Central M Hall April 23 to 
present the resolutions adopted protesting 
against the extradition treaty with Russia to 
the President and Secretary of State, cailed 
at the Lexington Hotel yesterday afternoon 
and had an interview with the President. The 
President received the cormittee cordially. 
He saidi he believed the trezty was carefully 
worded to that the right cof asylum was y 
protected. He had never scen a treaty more 
carefully drawn for that purpose. It had been 
his desite that the treaty should be published 
and he bad urged that course. 

“ You may depend upon it,” he said, *‘ that 
as soon bs it is within my power to doso it 
shall be published.” 

The President said he doubted whether it 
was subject to the Construction that would 
prevent the United States Government decid- 
ing in every case whether the «uffense was a 
political one of not. The committee calied 
upon the Secrétary of Stute, but he was not in 
and a copy of the resolutions of the meeting 
was left with the Presdent by the committee.

The Growth of Chicago. 


While they were holaing fairs at Novgorod 
in Russia in the year 1366, and the Russian 
Government tovk charge of those fairs in 
1751, no foot stood upon Chicago’s site till 
Napoleon was Emperor, no village was laid 
out till 1829, no courts or county governments 
existed till the Revolution of K uis Philip, 
and no city goverment existed till Victuria be- 
came Queen in 1837, when the ulation was 
4.100. The year Texas and California were 
annexed Chicago had 14,000 inhabitants. The 
year Lincoin and Dougler,two men of [ili- 
nois, contended for the Presidency, the city 
possibly had 100,000 people. 

Eleven years from that time $200,000,000 
worth of propetty burned up in the city, the 
greatest fire in history, and though the fire 
was repeated upon almost as great a scale the 
ge sae in twenty years had become 1,000,- 


It is now well known that tlie commerce of 
the American lakes exceeds that of the Medi- 
terranean Sea, though the Canadian shores of 
the lakes are as bare as Africa.

PLANO COMPANY BEGINS ITS NEW PLANT. 


Ground to Be Broken at West Pullman This 
Morning. 

Ground will be broken today for the erec- 
tion of the Plano Manufacturmg campany's 
plant, valued at over $750,000, and which will 
afford continuous work for 700.men. It is to 
be located on twenty-five acres of ground be- 
tween One Hundred and Twentieth and One 
Hundred and Twenty-first streets on Center 
avenue, West Pullman. The company manu- 
factures agricultural implementa, 

The works have been located at Plano, IIL, 
since the organization of the company, eleven 
years ago, but the increase of the business has 
outgrown the bounds of the present location, 
and anewand larger place was demanded. 
The office of the company has been for several 
years at Nos, 79 to 8 West Monroe street, in 
this city, but as soon as the new works are 
completed it will be at the factory. As only 
one railroad—the Burlington—was at Plano, 
larger railroad facilities were. regaired, too, 
and switches and side tracks have been put in 
at the new location,éo that connection can 
now be had with Reck Island, Panhandle, and 
Illinois Central with the Calumet terminal. 

T. morrow morning at 10:30 the officers of 
the Piane company go out to West Pullman 
on the P road, where a reception and 
banquet are to be given them by the West 
Puliman Land Association. Ground will be 
broken ana intetestmg exercises held. Within 
ten days 1,000 men will be at work on the new 
buildings, which are to be completed by Oct. 
1. Several million feet of lumber is now on 
the ground and contracts for brick, stone, and 
cethent work have already been let.

COLOMBIA’S TAX ON TOBACCO, 


Heavy Import Daties Are, as Alleged, to 
Go Into Effect at Oncaea.

Colombia has decided to put um force at once 
the tobacco import tax, which, under the law 
of 1892, would not have gone into effect until 
June 10, 1898. A special tax is imposed per 
kilogramime on the various classes of tobacco 
imported into the country as follows: Cigars 
and cigarettes, $8; tobacco prepared in 
any other form and for whatever use, 
$6; fine cut, in packages, etc., $5;
